The great grant parents of the present age recited their 
A,B,-c's way pack in the sixties, on the plot of ground where Mrs. 
Townseni's home now gstanise 

Tf the people of to-day hai to attend this one room school, 
where a big, “stove, the table, a long wooien ruler, benches with 
stmaight backs ani flat boari seats, Little water pail ani iipper on 
a little shelf, as the only conveniences they would feel lost. And 
the teacher & rather tall,stern appearing man sits on his high stool, 
/ writing with his quill pen ani with stern glances at his pupils 
stillness reignse If by any chance ‘ais ciplining was neeiei near 
by restel 4 handy rod. Because of lack of room, a few years later 
| another frame puilding was placed besiie this one ana the iistrict 
poari of three members Was increasei to a membership» of five. In 
about 1868 these two buildings were done away with one iisappearing, 
ani the other mevel on the Martiniale héll, where it was maie into & 
resilience, 

A new brick puiliing was erectel in the ye3ns 1866-67 on the 
present gite. This site consistei of approximately three ecres and 
was purchased from Mr. Smith. All went well here until the morning 
April 15, 1921 when the school burned 1own. Schoo] was continuei in 
the Macabce Hall which was loaneil for the occ1s ion. 

A new builiing was built the: following fall after 320,000 in 
bonis hed been secured by the District Board. 

Mr. Bunn ani Mr. Forest Harding took this 2B an opportunity 
for urging rural districts to unite with us, for « consbliiatel 
Agriculture school. Three districts Knet No. 1, Milford Now 7 and 
Town line Fr. were persuadei to join. Three buses were secured to 
take pupils t ani from sch»>l. 

The district bonded for $20,000 in 1923 to build ani aiiition 
which was t% have an assembly room, Domestic Science room anid 
Laboratory, to meet the iemanis of increased cnrollment ani state 

requiremcnts. Also a new bus Was addoi the following yeare 
i We can be justly proudiof the fact that we are on the Uneversity 
list ani hsve received State aii for trensportation ani Feieral aid 
for Agriculture. 

Thus we have gained a staniardizei school by the enoperatinn 
of the tcacher's are forming a 8004 foundation for the education 
of the future generati Ne
